The ship canal which the city of Dulutb 


is constructing across Minnesota Point, 
to make a direct and safe entrance from 
Lake Superior into the inside, or bay har- 
bor, is likely, by its progressive exhibition 
of fact*, to confound all the theories M to 
its effects on current and entries that have 
heretofore been laid down by both friends 
and foes. For the last two weeks what is 
called the "Littoral Current of the Lake," 
or the shore-ward from tbe northeast down 
the north shore, has, under tbe continued 
prevalence of winds from the northeast, 
rushed for two-thirds of the time into tbe 
bay through this canal aperture; M 
though that, being the first opening that 
presented itself in ita " littoral,' course, it

This morning another phenomenon of

tween 6 and 7 o'clock this morning, a sort 
of tidal wa«e, more than two feet high, 
suddenly broke from the lake into tbe 
canal, I weeping away the floating or scow- 
bridge at Luke avenue, and all the north 
pier woik or hp;roHch thereto, breaking 
the nnanobored cribs away from their 
moorings at tbe bay entrance to tbe canal, 
and scattering the floating timber-iafui 
into the bay- in every direction. The cur- 
rent ran in at tbe rate of ten or twelve 
or fifteen miles an hour, for over half an 
hour ; then it turned and ran out with 
velocity for about twenty minutes, cany. 
ing timbers and cribs out to lea; then, it 
turned and ran in again with nearly M 
great impetus for another half an boor, 
bringing the debris in, again; and so it 
has oscillated 'all tbe morning to and fro. 
Oommunioationa between the two ends of 
the Point are practically suspended, a* no 
one can cross except only in the short 
pauses when the current u on the turn. 
The reason why the tide seems to ran in 
a little longer than out of the canal, te 
conjectured to be that a portion of tbe 
volume of water rmds its outlet by St. 
Louis River entry. 


This phenomenon is variously theorized 


on a* to its cause 
Last night there was 


a tremendous rain-storm, witt lightning 
fire-works, littlo or no thunder, the tain 
coming down in perpendicular torrents 
part of the time, then wind from every 
point of the compass; nature iu a sort of 
chaos. Under the", operation of these ele- 
ments, and probably of a tremendous 
north-easter down the lake, pressing the 
volume of the lake'* waters to this end, 
the ao-called tidal wave has occurred.

It was 
then intensely hot, and there bad not been 
for an hour more than air enough to pre- 
vent suffocation. The first fierce wind 
that blew was not only cool, it was oold, 
and this told plainly tbat tbe elements 
were full of raisohwf. Everybody (hat 
their doors and windows, and waited and 
sweltered in their closed chambers while 
the cool winds were eweeping pass out- 
side. Soon the slamming of door?, the 
crashing of window-glass, tbe falling of 
signs, and the flying of shingles through 
the air, told what was coming. Tbe dark 
clouds, hurried by the gale, enveloped the 
heaven?; the blackness of darkness covered 
the earth, irradiated now and then by the 
fitful flashes of lightning.

poured in torrents, and the wind blew & 
hurricane. 
Lirge a* tbe list of casualties is, the loss 


by this visitation of heaven is greater in 
the injury to fruit than in anything else.

Eight or ten milea will cover the width of 
country damaged. The corn has suffered 
nearly ss much as the fruit. Hundreds 
of acres of this have been laid flit witt 
the ground. In this line tbe Iocs will 
amount up to perhaps hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. Large quantities of oats 
were cat and shocked in the fields. The 
shocks were taken np and scattered to the 
four winoV, mnoh of the gram being past 
hope of recovery.

,he Joint Railway Companies of New Jer- 
sey, and one from tbe Commissioner of 
[nternal Revenue, in relation to claims 
or taxes under the act of July 14, 1870, 
made on said companies by the Internal 
Revenue office. It appears that on the 
37th of February, 1871, the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue decided in respect to 
,he liability of corporations to tax on in- 
erest of coupons under sections 10 and 
.22, act of July UO, 1864, as amended by 
the act of July 14, 1870, that no tax 
should bo withheld from interest on con- 
ions representing interest falling due and

}hief, say the larger part of the Kiowas 
are encamped near Antelope hills and 
mean to be friendly, but the remainder of 
hem, numbering perhaps 1,000 lodges, 
lave gone to Staked Plains and joined the 
Oamanohet there. 
They are supplied 


with all they need by Mexican traders, 
letting in their trade arms, ammunition, 
rbiaky,

Mexicans en- 


courage and accompany the Indians on 
heir raids in Texas, and at the time 
iantana made bis raid thirty Mexicans 
accompanied him, one of whom was killed 
>y the Tonkawas, who was in the employ 
of the military in Texas. The crops are 
coking well on the Waohita and most of 
the Indians are hard at work attending 
o them. Some little alarm is felt there 
about th» Kiowa Indians, thinking they 
might oome and tteal their horses. About 
ive hundred Camanohot are encamped on 
the Waobita. They are of mind to re- 
main at peace. The Bapparickas arc en- 
camped near Fort Oobb, and say they wish 
x> remain at peaco with the whites.

I told him that 
I wanted to telegraph the Governor, and 
be asked me to see Mayor Hall. About 3 
o'clock I went to the Mayor's office, which 
was closed. I made inquiry of various 
officials in other offices iii the vicinity, but 
none of them seemed to know where the 
Mayor could be found. I left the build- 
ing, intending to return to my hotel and 
communicate with tho Governor what I 
had learned from Superintendent Kslso 
and General Shaler, when I chanced to 
meet a gentleman of my acquaintance, Mr. 
W. H. Davis, who, upon learning tbat I 
was 
desirous 
of seeing the Mayor, 


said that he was 
acquainted 
with 


one of the messengers, who COG Id probably 
tell me where I could find him. I re- 
turned with Mr. Davis, and with the aid 
of City Hall officials found the Mayor and 
convened with him for a short time about 
the procession. He substantiated what 
asd been said by Superintendent KelBo 
and General Shaler, that proper precau- 
tions had been taken to preserve the peace, 
although he said tbe [.flair threatened to 
be very serious. I loft tha Mayor about 
3:20 or 4 o'clock, and telegraphed to the 
Governor that I thought everything waa 
right, but would write.

learned from tho Mayor, Superintendent 
of Police, and General Shaler.

The 
hare-holders also contribute to the general 
und one dollar each month on each share. 
Ivorv month tho money iu the possession 
f the association, is let to the highest 
idder among the stockholders, members 
Ming allowed to bid for two hundred dol- 
ars for esoh ahare held. The stockholder 
who offers the highest premium receives 
the money, the loan being secured by 
eal estate, and the premiums being paid 
back into the general fund. Oa the money 
bus loaned, the borrower pays six per 
oent. interest, the interest being payable 
monthly. By a careful calculation, and 
also by experience, it has been shown that 
n from six to ten years, the association 
will be able to declare a dividend of two 
mndred dollars on every share of stock, 
,hns affording the borrower an opportunity 
to repay the entire amount of tho money 
le has borrowed from the profits of tho 
association. As an illustration, a man 
owning five shares desires to purchase a 
louse and lot for $850. He borrows $1,- 
HK) of the association at a premium of 
fifteen per cent, receiving $850. He pur- 
chases the house and lot, and gives the 
association a mortgage on the property as 
security. His monthly assessments are 
$5, and the monthly interest on tbe 
fl.OOO is |5, making a total of $10 per 
mouth he will pay into the association 
funds. At the end of six years he will 
have paid out $720, and will then receive 
a clear titla to his houso and lot that cost 
$850 cash, six years before. 


As the enterprise succeed* well in differ- 


ent parta of the State, it seems entirely 
feasible. 
Several hundred shares have 


been taken in Oorry, and the best citizens 
in Oorry are giving their countenance to 
the project. It is capable of demonstration 
that hundreds of thousands of dollars are 
lost to the business classes of this city, by 
reason of tho want of cheap homesteads 
for the mechanic and laboring classes.

How TO DISCOVER IMPURE DBINKINO 


WATBB.—We have received many inqui- 
ries lately .as to the possible contamination 
ol! well water from cesspools, and tho beat 
means of discovering its nnhealthiness- 
Water may be clear, bright, and tasteless, 
aud may yet be contaminated and un- 
healthy, and the only safeguard is, to call 
on the powers of the analyst. Surely it is 
worth while to spend a faw dollars to 
avoid disease, rather than pay a heavy 
doctor's bill to cnre it. The samples 
should be collected in well stoppered glass 
bottlei, and sealed up, so that they be fre« 
from casual impurity. It may interest 
general readers if wa point ont the chief 
features of the chemical evidence on whioh 
the analyst bases his j udgment of a sample 
of water. Wo find, in the pages of a con- 
temporary, an account of tLemothods em- 
ployed, from tie pen of Mr. S. W. Ric!. 
In the ordinary examination of a sample 
of water nsed for domestic purposes, two 
points have to be investigated: First, the 
freedom of the water from sewage con- 
tamination ; secondly, the character of 
the water from a soep consuming point of 
view. The fir -t point is determined by a 
serial of micro-chemical processes which in- 
dicate the presence of the elements of sow-
